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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The indicated allowability of claims 33-37 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to WO 00/01638. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

8. Claims 33-36,38,40-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over WO 00/01 638. 

WO document teaches fired cast articles including 50 wt% magnesium spinel 
(basic resistor) and greater than 0 and less than 15 wt% calcium hexaaluminate (see 
abstract). With respect to claims 35,36 and 38 Fe 2 0 3 is included, see table on page 13. 
Furthermore, the claims fail to recite a positive minimum amount. With respect to claim 
40, CA 2 is also included. With respect to claims 41-43, a porosity of 10-35% and a 
density of 3.0 g/cm 3 are taught, page 10, lines 25-30. With respect to claims 44-48, it is 
well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the same as a 
composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the applicant to prove 
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by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not necessarily possess 
characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 15 
USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 
1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 1971). 

9. Claims 37,39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The WO document fails to teach the resistor 
components of claim 37 and the substitution of Ca with Ba or Sr.
